SRY Ss “raining flights with cargo eliders “ere observed three days 
2622% n July 1948. Deseription of these planes: 
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Plyviood fuselage with circular eross section, straifht wines, 
about 8&5 feet long, wing spen about 100 feet. 


One cargo glider vas tomed so an altitude of about 1,200 feet 
by an aircraft of type desevibed in para Sa above and thon de- 
tached. Yhe gliders had ng landing rear end anparently hed 
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only a cre of one (glazed cockpit in front section of 
fuselage). No cargo gliders were seen after July 1948, 


the intensity of flying varied. ‘There «as only little 
flying in favorable weather, but there as much flying 

fih winter at lov temperatures. Aight flying was regularly 
observed in summer. 


Parachute jumps from twin-engine alreraft deseribed in 

para Sa over an area marked 1 on -nnex 1 were first ob=- 
served in Tune 1948. Groups of three men jumped from an 
individual aircraft at an altitude from 2,000 to 2,600 

feet. dJumpings in larger froups have been practiced since 
early July 1948. ‘ine to tventy-seven aircraft in “edge 
formation at an altitude of about 2,600 fset (see ‘nnex 2} 
“ore observed. ight men with double parachutes junped from 
each of the planes. The second parachute was colored red, 
blue,or yellov. Farachutes vere dropped, presumably “ith 
weapons and food. These practices were not observed after 
Juiy 1948, ‘he twin-engine aircraft observed at the field, 
mostly flying in formation, left in lay 1949, The aircraft 
mentioned in para Sb did only formation flying (see 'innex 2). 
One of the planes in the formation did not seem to be as- 
siened to a fixed position.. 


Formation flying was done at an altitude of about 2,000 
feet by all the wineenrine aircraft in July 1948. On a 
Sunday the formations allegedly returned after a &-hour 
flight from an sir Show in MoscO”. 


The biplanes did day and night individual flying. One 
occasionally toved an air sleeve which vas fired at by 
antisircraft guna from the northvestern edge of the field. 
The guns presumably were of light caliber. 


The airfield personnel was estimated at five hundred men. 
They were presumably quartered in cantonnent buildings in ~° 
the woods northvest of the field. About 35 to 40 air force 
officers and about 60 “COs and EM were trucked every day about 
noon to the torn ond returned after to hours.

b. ‘he observed 50 transports (LI-2) and cargo eliders may 
be considered as the standard occupation recvired for the 
training of the parachute units stationed there. The obe- 
served cargo clider cannot definitely bs identified; pre~ 
sumably it was a type Gell cargo plider since it vas toved 


by an LI=+2. :
